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ABSTRACT 


The Karuk Tribe of California, Karuk Community Development Corporation under cooperative 
agreement with the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service has been administering the operations of small 
scale fish rearing project funded by the Klamath Basin Restoration Act. 


The objective of the overall program is to restore natural spawning of late fall run chinook 
populations through an accelerated stocking program utilizing artificially spawned and reared out 
plants derived from endemic brood stock to reseed streams. 


The two components of the FY 97 program were the projects on the Karuk Tribe Aboriginal 
Territory, in the environs of Orleans, California. 


At Mid Klamath through weir capture at Camp and Red Cap Creeks brood stock yield 25,000. The 
Red Cap Creek Project wier was completely lost due to flooding. We had major losses at the Camp 
creek Facility due to a water line breakage. A loss of over 13,000 fingerlings occurred. In late 
October CWT tagged yearlings at a weight of 9 fish per pound were released into Camp Creek 


INTRODUCTION 


Natural spawning Klamath River fall chinook runs are depressed basin wide leaving the 
reproductive capacity of the Mid-Klamath tributaries spawner limited. Juvenile rearing habitat in 
the streams is considered “good” but under utilized. 


The strategy of the Mid-Klamath program is to weir capture adult brood stock from parent 
streams, segregate and incubate the resultant eggs at Camp Creek, and when progeny are of the 
appropriate size, return them to their parent stream side pond, rearing tanks or cages for extended 
rearing until yearling size for on site release. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE STUDY AREA 


Camp Creek is tributary to the Klamath River on the north bank south of the township of Orleans 

in Humboldt County California. The incubation and rearing facility is approximately 3 miles up 

stream from the stream’s confluence with the river. The trapping site for Camp Creek stock is 

approximately .25 miles from the mouth of the stream. Red Cap Creek enters the Klamath River 

on the south bank approximately 5 miles down river from Camp Creek. The trapping and rearing 

= for Red Cap creek is located approximately 2 miles up from the stream’s confluence with the 
amath River. 


METHODS AND MATERIALS 

Adult natural run localized brood stock are captured by use of an Alaska style ‘weir and trap in 
Camp and Red Cap creeks. The captured adults are held for ripening in tanks at the Camp Creek 
Facility. Eggs spawned are incubated in vertical trays fed with gravity flow water. Camp Creek 
progeny are reared to yearling size and released on site. 


All rearing facilities are fenced and covered to prevent predation and vandalism. Fish are hand fed 
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Bio-Jiet food. No electricity is available at either site. 


Coded Wire tags are applied to all released fish, operate tag codes are used at each site. 


RESULTS AND DISCUSSION 


The Karuk Tribe of California, Karuk Community Development Corporation, Mid-Klamath Sub 
basin Native Stock Enhancement Program began capture on November 1, 1996 and completed on 
January 15, 1997. The Camp creek weir trapped and spawned seven (7) females and -seven (7) 
males for a total of 25,000 eggs. The Red Cap weir did trap three (3) females that were returned to 
the stream when the weir washed out during the flood. Alaska style weirs were used in the 
trapping operation. During the months of November and December we had high water levels 
which severely impacted the trapping component. 


The incubation component began January 15, 1997 to May 1, 1997. February 15, 1997 the eyed 
egg total was 24,812 Camp Creek 24,812 and Red Cap Creek -0-. During the incubation 
component the fisheries staff utilized spare time in repairing the trapping equipment from the 
previous season and preparing site and rearing facilities for the rearing season. 


The Rearing component began May 1, 1997 and continued until November 15, 1997 fingerlings at 
the Camp Creek Facility were reared in the hatchery tanks. There was no fingerlings to rear in the 
in stream cages at Red Cap Creek. All fish were fed with Bio-Starter and then Bio-Feed, the 
fingerlings showed the expected growth rates. During the late summer months the water 
temperatures increased and the water level decreased. Staff increased the height of the dam 
above the water inlet increasing water flow and lowering water temperatures. 


Coded Wire Tagging (CWT) was completed for Camp Creek on October 23, 1997. CWT retention 
rates were calculated on October 31, 1997 with a retention rate of 95.6%. We began releasing the 
fingerlings at that time and continued to do so util November 15, 1997. A total of 10,101 was 
released into Camp Creek. The fingerlings were released in small lots over several days to keep 
from overwhelming the tributary. Fish weighted an average of 9 fish per pound. 


Tagging operations are severely hampered by the lack of a CWT machine owned by the project. At 
this time we have been borrowing the California Department of Fish and Games and upon 
completion we have the machine serviced and returned to the DFG in the same condition as we 
received it in. 


SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 


Red Cap Creek did not meet the production level projected. The weir washed out during trapping 
season. 


Camp Creek met projected production levels. Stricter temperature control and water ievel 


monitoring wil! aid in keeping potential problems away. , 


It was approved by the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Service to carry over the Red Cap Creek Project 97- 
FR-03 unexpended funds. The unexpended funds will be utilized at Camp Creek for fiscal year

12. Fish scales shall be taken from all dead adult salmon and placed 
into scale envelopes provided by the Department of Fish and Game 
(Department). Scale envelopes must have fish species, fork 
length, sex, date collected and location information completed 
for each collection made. Mail envelopes to Mr. Jerry Ayers 
after spawning is completed. 


13. Fish and Wildlife Assistant Mr. Jerry Ayers (916-475-3420) and 
Warden Ken Taylor (916-493-2099) or Warden Jake Bushey (916-493- 
5231) shall be notified as to the date the fish trapping weir 
will be installed and when trapping will begin. Either Mr. 
Taylor or Mr. Bushey shall also be notified when fish trapping is 
terminated and the weir is removed.

19. Eggs and juveniles taken from Camp Creek adults shall be reared 
separately from those taken from Red Cap Creek and each group 
shall be released only in the stream of origin. 


20. Per the five-year plan, all fish will be coded-wire-tagged prior 
to release.
